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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 16 March 2006 is being 
considered by the examiner. Please note attached form PTO-1449. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims ! 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent 
Application Publication 2003/0002803 to Trezza et al. 

5. Regarding Claim 11, Trezza et al. describes an optical connector (see Fig 10A) having a 
plurality of holes (1510) for inserting optical fibers and provided at predetermined intervals, 
where the optical connector substrate is formed of a glass ceramic material (see paragraph 0079). 
See Further Figures 10A-15 and paragraphs 0078-01 12). 
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6. Trezza et al. does not specifically describe the accuracy of the center-to-center dimension 
as within 0.5 jim or the degree of parallelization of the hole axis within 0.1 degree. However, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to use such 
accuracies, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch. 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 
The motivation for doing so would have been to reduce insertion error and to reduce optical 
losses at insertion. 

7. Regarding Claim 12,Trezza et al. describes the insertion holes in a 2-D honeycomb form 
(see Fig 10A). 

8. Regarding Claim 13, Trezza et al. describes the insertion holes tapered (1506) at the 
optical fiber insertion side. 

9. Regarding Claim 14, Trezza et al. describes the optical connector as a ferrule (see Fig 
11). 

10. Regarding Claim 15, Trezza et al. describes fixing a substrate (1500) for the optical 
connector and forming insertion holes with regulated hole axis direction by pulsed laser beam 
(see paragraph 0090). Trezza doe not specifically describe regulating the hole axis direction of 
the optical fiber insertion side, but such regulation would be inherent to the process to ensure that 
the manufacturing process had its intended affect upon the substrate. 

1 1 . Regarding Claim 16, Trezza et al. describes shaping the end of the insertion holes into a 
taper (see paragraph 0119). 

12. Regarding Claim 17, Trezza et al. describes etching the inner wall of the insertion holes 
and taper part (see Fig 0 1 1 9). 
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13. Regarding Claim 1 8, Trezza et al. does not specifically describe the laser beam as a 
femtosecond laser beam. However, such laser beams are well-known in the art for laser beam 
machining. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use such a 
femtosecond laser beam for precise control of the machining process. 

14. Regarding Claim 19, Trezza et al. describes the etching carried out using hydrofluoric 
acid and nitric acid (see paragraph 0091). 

Response to Arguments 

15. Applicant's arguments filed 16 March 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that dimension parameters are not a result effective variable. 
However, dimension parameters are commonly recognized in the art to affect properties of a 
connector. Such affected properties include the insertion force and component alignment. 
Therefore, dimension parameters are a result effective variable.
